THE AMERICAN CRISIS. 

Tho tolegrams received t lie last few diiya 
from tho United States und Kurope are uti» 
usually interesting and important. In the 
Great Republic, political matters are reaching 
a climax that will speedily dutormino whether 
civil war is to bo an cxcoptional uisoasa or 
o chronic malady — whether President Jolm- 
Bon is lo aot in harmony with thoso who 
have labored hard to put down the rebellion, 
or whether he is to givo increased vitality to 
tbo embers of civil war which arc still 
Bmouldoring in tho South- Tho exercise of 
the voto power, on a bill however important, 
would not in itself cause tho grave appre- 
hensions which are at present entertained 
by every friend of freedom throughout tho 
States— tho opposition to Congress on even 
the important policy of reconstruction would 
not croato a goueml mistrust in the capacity 
and integrity of tho Executive ; but when 
we Oud tho First Magistrate repudiating tho 
noblest man in America, and pandering to 
tho worst class of her citizens ; when wo 
find him indulging in bar-room slang aud the 
almost profano boasts of the Andrew Juciidon 
era, we have everything to (ear in the im- 
mediate future. It is not by such men and 
by such niunnorism America will make her" 
self respectod either at home or abroad, or 
show tho capacity to oduco progressive order 
out of tho present almost anarchical chaos 
of tho South. The President of tho United 
States in the present day cannot afford to 
rest his famo on swearing " by tha Eternal," 
or displaying a partisanship for Ihoso whoso 
crcod is still the " holding property iu man." 
Tho First jMagistrato must now bo tho first 
statesman. President Johnson is, however, 
far from occupying this rnnk. Whatever ability 
most pooplo wore disposed to concedo him 
on his accession to tho l'resideuey thoy have 
had reason to chaDgo their opinion. His 
speeches and his letters nro really nut above 
mediocrity, and his power of self-restraint 
appears as small as that of Colonel Slick of 
Bon Qaultier celebrity. When iu addition 
to theso drawbacks wo adJ his partiality for 
those who ore inclined to tamper still with 
slavery — who nre still indisposed to extend 
tho rights of freemen lo those whose shackles 
havo recently boon broken, wo see iu him at the 
present time a most dangerous power to tho 
permanency of American institutions. The 
old Democratic leanings nro too strong 
within Lim — the old hatred to abolitionism 
and radical republicanism too rampaut. — 
However much ho was disposed to seo tho 
rebellion crushed, ho had no sympathy with 
thoso who put it down. Tho Samners and 
tho Steven3es wero to liirn ovon nioro dotes - 
tcstible than tha Davisos and the Yanoeys. 
Henco his recent denunciation of the promi- 
nent republicans. His reconstruction policy 
is tinned with the same characteristic. Tho 
abolition of slavery is not so important to 
him as the speedy reunion of tho scattered 
elements of tho Republic, and this in its turn 
becomes to soni e extent subordinate to the 
desiro of having ouco again a united Dcmj- 
oratic party. This is the great divergence 
from the policy of Congress, and it is one 
which will ultimately afreet Seward's career 
aa much as Johnson's. Democracy in the 
oyos of both tho IIouso and Senate means 
slavery and oligarchy. Let but tho Dem- 
ocratic party get again into power, they 
believe, and the South will havo boon con- 
quered in vain- — tho civil war will have 
brought with it no profitable rosult. And 
they aro right. The blood and treasure of 
the North will havo been expended fruitlessly ; 
for tho eamc class of pooplo who rushed the 
country into rebellion will Ihen wield the 
sovereign power. This is tho battle which 
Congress is fighting and wiil havo to light to 
the end. This it ia which bus made both 
Houses preclude tho representation of the 
Southern States, nnd which makes Johnson so 
earnest an advocate for tho admission ol the 
.Southern representatives. That Congress 
will suqeeed no one can doubt. It, and it 
alone, is the judge of tho qualificalioDS of its 
members, and il is bound lo keep the Southern 
States unrepresented uutil the anti-slavery 
views of the North are fully and unreser- 
vedly accepted. However arbitrary such a 
policy may seem it is tho one dictated by 
patriotism and by wisdom. II tho Republic 
is to steor clear of another civil war, it will 
only bo by tho total eradication of the fuel- 
ing which ia at presunl so prevalent in the 
South against men ol different shades of 
color possessing equal rights before the law. 
Congress must first have an evidence of a 
civilization and a Christianity higher than 
that which at present obtain in the conquered 
Stales heforo it can allow tho Southern poo- 
plo full participation iu the Government ol 
the country.
